ALL-AROUND KNOWLEDGE OF THE 
STORE. 


Wuo has not been annoyed, in large stores 
especially, at the ignorance of not a few sales- 
men of what is kept in departments, or sec- 
tions, of the store other than that under their 
immediate care. Even in stores of smaller size 
one is apt to meet with the clerk who, when ap- 
plied to for information that does not happen to 
pertain to his own particular corner, or to his 
own duties, will either betray his ignorance by 
a vacuous Stare, or who, when frightened into 
action by the inquisitorial look of his employer, 
will, with his interlocutcr in tow, hunt up the 
directory of the store, generally the ‘‘ buyer,” 
who may at the moment be wrestling with half 
a dozen customers of his own, to obtain the de- 
sired information. Oftener than not in the 
busy seasons of the year the inquiring cus- 
tomer will be sent by one clerk ignorant of what 
is wanted to another clerk in the same predica- 
ment, and so be obliged to walk backward and 
forward and around—fortunate if not also 
obliged to climb up and down stairs—before he 
happens to fall intothe hands of a well-posted 
clerk. If the customer happens to be of the 
high-spirited kind he will very likely walk in 
one direction only ; if not served there he will 
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retrace his steps and leave the store, rarely ever 
to return. And no one but an unreasonable 
storekeeper will find fault with him. 

Every salesman, whether he sells books or 
stove polish, whether he be employed in a 
small store or in a mammoth one divided intoa 
number of departments, should, in the one case, 
have a minute knowledge of the whole stock, 
no matter in what part of the establishment it 
is kept, and, in the other case, have such a 
fairly intimate knowledge of the features of 
the business that he may be able at all times to 
serve as a guide in directing inquiring cus- 
tomers. 

Not only should the salesmen be ambitious to 
acquire this knowledge for themselves—they 
should be obliged to acquire it. The trouble 
is that most storekeepers do not take the pains 
to teach their help properly, whether it be the de- 
tails of the store, the correct methods of hand- 
ling customers, or facts in regard to the stock 
which they are to sell. The salesman, as 
a rule, almost, is expected to gain all this in- 
formation through inspiration. Some actually 
seem to obtain it in this way; more, certainly, 
do not. One thing, however, is certain: the 
store where the salesmen are properly instructed 
in their duties and in things upon which cus- 
tomers may reasonably expect to obtain infor- 
mation will certainly prove a more acceptable 
shopping place to the intelligent bookbuyer 
than onein which these methods do not prevail. 





E. & J. B. YOUNG & CO.’S JUBILEE. 


E. & J. B. Younc & Co., the agents for Eyre 
& Spottiswoode, the ‘‘ Queen’s Printers,’’ Lon- 
don, England, are celebrating the golden jubi- 
lee of the establishment in Americaof the Lon- 
don Bible Warehouse, the oldest business in 
this country, devoted to the importation and 
sale of English-made Bibles. 

The business of the London Bible Warehouse 
was established in New York Cityin 1848 by 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, who were among the first 
of English publishers to open branch houses 
in the United States. From 1848 to 1868 the 
business was owned by Eyre & Spottiswo: de, 
and was managed by clerks in their employ. 
In 1868 Pott & Amery acquired the ownership 
of this business by purchase; they in turn were 
succeeded, in 1871, by Pott, Young & Co., and 
in 1882 the firm style was changed to E, & J. 
B. Young & Co. 

An interesting souvenir of the original estab- 
lishment of this business is to-day in the pos- 
session of the present management. It isthe 
inventory of goods on hand January 1, 1849, 
at the then place of business, Platt Street, New 
York City. A perusal of these pages, written 
half a century ago, demonstrates that ‘‘ Pocket 
Bibles ” were then, as now, an important staple 
in the trade. 

During the fifty years of unbroken business 
activity of the London Bible Warehouse it has 
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kept pace with the times. It hasintroduced in 
the manufacture of Bibles and Prayer-Books 
many novelties which have since become estab- 
lished conventions. In 1875 it first published 
the ‘‘ Teachers’ Bible ;” that this project had 
anticipated a public need was evidenced by its 
success, which very soon led to the publication 
of competing books. In 1893 it published the 
enlarged ‘‘Variorum Teachers’ Bible,’’ as a 
climax to atwenty years’ steady development 
of the ‘‘ Teachers’ Bible.” When the Episcopal 
Church, in 1892, completed its work of the re- 
vision of the Prayer-Book, this house exerted 
itself most actively to furnish churchmen in 
America with everything that could be desired, 
conforming tothe new standard. 

From 1868, when the ownership of the Lon- 
don Bible Warehouse passed into American 
hands down to the present time, intimate and 
cordial relationship has been maintained with 
the English firm, Eyre & Spottiswoode, known 
throughout the world as the ‘‘ Queen’s Print- 
ers,” who occupy the distinguished honor of 
being the oldest Bible printers in the world, 
and the successors of Caxton and Wynkyn De 
Worde, the first and second King’s Printers. 





CHEAPER INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE. 


JoHN A. MERRITT, the Third Assistant Post- 
master-General, in his annual report recom- 
mends immediate negotiations with the postal 
administrations of England, Germany, and 
France to reduce the international postage 
rates to two cents for a half ounce or fraction 
thereof. The report says: 

‘* The administrations named have direct or 
separate postal intercourse toa large extent 
with our country, and consequently are more 
likely to agree to the change desired than the 
administrations of inland countries that have 
to pay transportation charges to the seacoast 
to intermediary nations. The English admin- 
istration particularly will probably assent tothe 
proposed arrangement, for it has but recently 
decided to adopt the two-cent rate on letters 
between the British Islands and Canada, as 
well as other parts of the Empire—the change 
being ordered to take effect on December 25 
next. ; 

‘‘The Department now realizes nothing inthe 
way of revenue from ocean letters, practically 
all the postage paid on them going to the 
steamship companies carrying the mails. If 
the rate should be reduced the same state of 
things would exist; the Department would still 
get nothing and lose nothing, and the steam- 
ship companies would suffer no hardship, for 
the stimulus given to correspondence by the 
reduction of rate would no doubt eventually at 
least give them as much compensation in the 
way of postage as they now get. .

The reduction does not require action of Con- 
gress, as the Postmaster-General has authori- 
ty, under Section 398 of the Revised Statutes.”

DEAR Six: Can I through you either obtain 
information concerning a so-called *‘Publisher” 
in New York, or else warn others in regard to 
some of the practices of the ‘‘firm”? The 
method of operation pursued here was as fol- 
lows : twostylishly dressed young women were 
driven about in a surrey ; one remained inthe 
carriage while the other called at various houses 
offering the opportunity to buy books at the 
same discount at which ‘‘their firm” were ac- 
customed to supply the faculty of Smith and 
Wellesley, mentioning sometimes one, some- 
times the other. They had evidently studied 
the alumne registers of these two colleges 
well. I was, consequently, one at whose house 
acall was made. Now, it happens that either 
from my Library School training, or because I 
am a trustee of our Public Library, many people 
in our small city look upon me as an authority 
as to.books and editions. These women called 
twice at my home but failed to find me or even 
to gain entrance to the house; yet they con- 
stantly made use of my name, saying to one 
that I had sent them to her, to another, that I 
was a customer of ‘' their firm,” and to a third 
that I had bought all my books of them for 
seven years, and that one of them had cata- 
logued my library! As additional bait,they did 
seem to have in their possession a few of the 
Macmillan publications—the ‘‘ Temple Shake- 
speare,” for one thing—which they scld at a 
fair discount for cash down. Mostof the sets 
they offered, Dickens, Hugo, Dumas, etc., they 
sold on instalment. Soon after their disap- 
pearance from town the books came, in nearly 
every case to the extreme dissatisfaction ofthe 
buyer. One set of Dickens, 15 vols. at $45.00, 
consisted of volumes which I should judge 
might have been put onthe market at an ex- 
pense of about 30cents per volume; poor paper 
and print; binding, skiver, and the very cheapest 
red and white marbled paper. The imprint 
was simply ‘‘ Published for Subscribers only 
by the Book Collector’s League, New York,” 

Letters written asking for redress received - 
in the first case vague answers ; announcement 
of intention to return the volumes met a reply 
threatening suit. My acquaintances who were 
bitten have answered, ‘‘sue,’’ and are now 
awaiting with interest further developments. 
The letters from ‘‘the firm” have a most elab- 
orate letter-head, as follows:

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OBITUARY NOTES. 


HAROLD FREDERIC, the London correspond- 
ent of the New York 7imes, died on the Igth 
inst. at Henley, England, aged forty-two years. 
He was born at Utica, N. Y., August 19, 1856. 
His boyhood was spent on a small farm man- 
aged by his mother—his father, Henry De Motte 
Frederic, having died when Harold was but 
two years old. In 1874 he became proofreader 
in the office of the Utica Herald. Six years 
later he had risen through all the intermediate 
grades to the position of chief editorial writer 
on the Utica Odserver. On September 1, 1882, 
he took editorial charge of the Albany Zvening 
Journal, conducting it as an independent paper. 
His connection with the New York 7Zimes be- 
gan in 1884, when he took charge of its foreign 
bureau, of which he remained the head until 
his death. As acorrespondent his letters were 
always interesting and sometimes graphic, as 
in the case of his description of the cholera 
scourge in France in 1884. Although the 
greater part of his life was devoted to news- 
paper work, yet he made a name in the purely 
literary field. His first long novel was ‘‘Seth’s 
Brother's Wife,” and was published in 1887. 
This was followed by ‘‘ In the Valley ” (1889) ; 
‘*‘The Lawton Girl” (1890); ‘‘ The Return of 
the O'Mahony” (1892); ‘‘ The Copperhead” 
(1894); ‘‘ Marsena” (1895); ‘‘ The Damnation 
of Theron Ware” and ‘‘ March Hares” (1896); 
‘*Gloria Mundi,” Mr. Frederic’s latest story, is 
now running asa serial through the Cosmopoli- 
tan. Practically all of this fiction was composed 
to illustrate American life. Itis solidly written, 
and reveals careful observation and under- 
standing of human nature. ‘‘The Damna- 
tion, of Theron Ware” and ‘‘ March Hares” 
achievei great popularity, especially in Eng- 
land, where ‘‘ The Damnation of Theron Ware” 
was published under the name of ‘ Illumina- 
tion.” In 1892 Frederic published the results 
of his observations in Russia in book form with 
the title ‘‘ The New Exodus, a study of Israel 
in Russia.” He also published in book form 
an interesting study of the character and public 
career of William 11. of Germany, under the 
title of ‘‘ The Young Emperor.” ° 


ROBERT HENLOPPEN LABBERTON died in New 
York City on the 13th inst. He was born in 
Marseilles, France, in 1812, of an old Dutch 
family. Hecameto this country in 1834, and 
was private tutor in many prominent Phila- 
delphia families. In 1853 he was elected to 
fill the chair of Greek at the University of 
Pennsylvania. In 1873 he was called to the 
chair of history in the University of California, 
but ill-health caused him to decline the offer. 
Shortly after he became professor of history in 
Barnard College. For a short time he was 
professor of political economy at Columbia 
University. He wrote on historical subjects, 
and published ‘‘ Outlines of History” and a 
‘* New Historical Atlas and General History.” 
For the last thirty years he was at work ona 
‘* History of the World.” The completed vol- 
umes in ancient history will be published. 
Professor Labberton retired from active work 
in 1890. 


WILLIE J. WIANT, who was associated with 
his brother, C. G. Wiant, bookseller, Marion, 


O., died of consumption on September 20, aged 
twenty-seven years.
